To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School 
Medical  Service  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1949. 

Changes  in  the  Medical  Staff  took  place  during  the  year.  Dr. 
M.  W.  Jenkins  left  to  take  a Public  Health  qualification.  The  one 
remaining  dentist  left  on  March  31st  to  take  up  private  practice,  thus 
leaving  the  County  with  on.e  part-time  dentist.  It  has  not  been  pos- 
sible to  obtain  the  services  of  dental  officers  who  are,  no  doubt,  finding 
private  practice  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  a much  more 
lucrative  occupation. 

Since  July,  1948,  the  Minister  of  Health  has  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  Specialist  Service.  In  this  County  the  Board  took  over  the 
responsibility  of  providing  Specialists  for  Orthopaedic,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat,  and  Ophthalmic  work. 

Theie  is  still  a great  lack  of  accommodation  for  Special  School 
Education,  and  many  children  who  should  be  at  Special  Schools  and 
Institutions  have  had  to  be  kept  at  home. 

Immunisation  of  school  children  has  gone  on  satisfactorily  durin° 
the  year.  ° 


Details  of  the  year’s  work  are  set  out  in.  the  body  of  the  report. 

I have  pleasure  in  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  Committee’s 
help  and  consideration  at  all  times.

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MEDICAL,  DENTAL  AND  CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS 

Routine  Medical  Inspection  has  been  earned  out  as  in  previous 
years  for  the  following  groups  of  children:  — 

Primary  Schools: 

First  Age  Group  (Entrants). 

Second  Age  Group  (Children  aged  8-9  years). 

Third  Age  Group  (Children  aged  12  years  and  over). 

Secondary  Schools: 

First  Age  Group  (Pupils  aged  12  years). 

Second  Age  Group  (Pupils  aged  15  years). 

Third  Age  Group  (Pupils  over  16  years). 

Special  examination  of  children  referred  by  teachers,  nurses  or 
parents,  and  also  re-inspections  of  children  found  previously  to  be 
defective,  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  routine 
inspections  referred  to  above. 

Owing  to  the  resignations  of  Mr.  0.  C.  Jenkins,  in  November, 
1948,  and  Mr.  E.  A.  G.  Hilton,  on  the  31st  March,  1949,  the  routine 
work  of  inspection  and  treatment  of  school  children  has  been,  greatly 
curtailed: 

Normally,  children  would  be  given  an  opportunity  of  being 
examined  every  year;  also  children  noted  at  medical  inspections  to  be 
suffering  form  Oral  Sepsis  are  referred  to  the  School  Dentist. 

Cleanliness  Inspections  are  undertaken  by  the  School  Nurses  and 
if  a pupil  is  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin,  the  parent  is  required 
to  take  the  necessary  action  for  cleansing.  Failing  this,  the  cleansing 
may  be  carried  out  by  the  Authority  after  an  order  has  been  issued  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer.

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Of  the  2,812  children,  examined  at  routine  and  special  inspec- 
tions, 282,  or  10.03  per  cent,  were  referred  for  treatment,  and  341, 
or  12.13  per  cent.,  had  defects  which  required  their  being  kept  under 
observation. 

FINDINGS  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS  OF  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS 

UNCLEANLINESS. 

Regular  visits  and  inspections  are  paid  to  the  schools  by  school 
nurses.  Where  necessary,  the  homes  are  visited  and  parents  advised 
as  to  the  necessary  action  for  cleansing. 

During  1949  a total  of  39,408  examinations  for  cleanliness 
were  carried  out  by  the  school  nurses.  1,228  children  were  found 
with  various  forms  of  uncleanliness. 

MALNUTRITION. 

The  nutrition  of  each  child  is  assessed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
and  is  classified  in  three  groups:  good,  fair,  poor. 

Of  the  2,580  children,  examined  in  the  Routine  Age  Groups,  82 
were  regarded  as  being  below  normal.  This  indicates  that  the  nutri- 
tion of  the  children  in  this  County  remains  good.

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ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 

The  treatment  of  Orthopaedic  defects  is  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Rocyn  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  through  the  National  Health 
Service. 

The  Scheme  provides  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  all 
children  from  birth  up  to  16  years  of  age  and  for  pupils  at  Secondary 
Schools,  up  to  the  time  of  leaving  school. 

Cases  are  referred  for  treatment  by  General  Medical  Practitioners, 
Hospital  Specialists,  Medical  Officers  at  School  Inspections,  Health 
Visitors  and  District  Nurses. 


During  the  year  201  new  cases  were  added  to  the  list,  which 
numbers  450.  106  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register,  47  were  dis- 

charged as  cured,  35  were  transferred  to  their  own  doctor,  etc.,  an.d 
others  left  the  County. 

The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  held  Clines  in  9\  days  at  the  County 
Hospital,  Haverfordwest.  A total  of  244  examinations  were  carried 
out,  of  which  89  were  new  cases. 


Physiotherapists  provided  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  held

There  were  three  cases  in  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Nine  were  admitted  during  the  year,  at  the 
end  of  the  year  one  remained  in  Hospital.  The  10  children  treated 
during  the  year  occupied  beds  for  a total  of  717  days.  16  cases  were 
waiting  for  admission  to  Hospitals  at  the  end  of  the  year.

In  addition,  five  operations,  35  manipulations  were  carried  out 
by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  the  Clinics  held  at  the  County  Hospital, 
Haverfordwest. 

HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

Children  who  are  handicapped  in.  any  way  are  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  by  Health  Visitors,  school  atten- 
dance department,  teachers  and  general  medical  practitioners.  Arrange- 
ments are  made  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  have  the  children 
medically  examined  and  the  cause  of  the  handicap  determined. 

Handicapped  pupils  who  require  special  educational  treatment 
are,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  recommended  for  admission  to  Residential 
or  Day  Special  Schools.  It  is  almost  impossible,  however,  to  find 
vacancies  in  these  schools  owing  to  the  very  limited  accommodation 
available,  with  the  result  that  many  children  either  remain  at  home  or 
continue  to  attend  ordinarp  schools. 

DELICATE  AND  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

The  question  of  establishing  two  residential  schools  for  delicate 
and  physically  handicapped  children,  one  in  the  North  and  the  other 
in  the  South  of  the  County,  is  still  under  consideration.

TREATMENT 


Provision  of  free  hospital  treatment  is  now  the  responsibility  of 
the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  while  full  domiciliary  treatment  is  avail- 
able through  the  general  practitioners’  service. 

OPHTHALMIC  TREATMENT. 

Arrangements  for  refraction  and  provision  of  spectacles  were 
undertaken  as  part  of  the  supplementary  Ophthalmic  Services, 
specialists  service  being  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

VISUAL  DEFECTS. 

131  cases  were  submitted  for  refraction  and  attended  eye  clinics 
held  at  convenient  centres  throughout  the  County,  and  4 were  referred 
to  the  Ophthalmic  Specialist  for  special  examination  and  treatment  if 
necessary. 

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS. 

Children  found  at  Medical  Inspections  to  have  defects  of  the  ear, 
nose  and  throat,  are  referred  for  examination  by  a Consultant.  Cases 
recommended  by  him  for  operative  treatment  are  placed  on  the  Waiting 
List  at  the  Hospital,  and  subsequent  arrangements  for  their  admission 
made  by  the  Hospital  Authorities. 

160  children  received  operative  treatment  for  unhealthy  Tonsils 
and  Adenoids,  and  19  were  recommended  other  forms  of  treatment. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Children  suspected  of  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  in  any  form 
were  referred  to  the  Area  Chest  Physician  for  special  examination. 

During  1949,  386  school  children  were  examined.  Of  these,  3 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  2 from 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  225  were  referred  for  re-examination 
later. 

Five  children  were  admitted  to  Sanatoria  or  Hospitals. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  remained  low 
throughout  the  County.  It  was  considered  necessary  to  close  three 
schools  on  account  of  Measles,  two  for  Whooping  Cough,  and  two  for 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year, 
and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  28  schools  were  closed. 
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No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  continued  under  the 
direction  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  acting  in.  co-operation  with 
the  County  Health  Department. 

Parents  are  encouraged  to  have  their  infants  completely  immu- 
nised between  the  age  .of  9 and  12  months.  Reinforcin.g  injections 
are  given  later..  , 

1,084  children  were  immunised  during  the  year,  and  reinforcing 
injections  were  given  to  1,213  children.. 


These  figures  show  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  carried  out 
during  the  previous  year. 

PROVISION  OF  SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK.

All  the  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  in.  the  County  are  now 
served  by  Canteens  and  are  provided  with  meals  up  to  their  require- 
ments.
